A bloody affair occurred in the upper 
end of this county last Friday night, or 
Saturday morning before day, at or near 
Conn's Mills, on Floyd's Fork. Two 
young men, Harry Taylor and a Mr. Grif- 
fin, were playing cards in the house of a 
negro, Anthony Carpenter — Larkin White 
and John Dickinson, both negroes, also 
being in the room. In the course of the 
game, a quarrel arose between Taylor and 
Griffin, which resulted in the killing of 
Griffin by Taylor. The latter fled and has 
not yet been arrested. Justice J. N. Mc- 
Michael held an inquest, at which the fol- 
lowing statements were made: The negro 
Dickinson said that, after some words, 
Taylor struck Griffin while he was pulling 
off his coat; then they clinched, Griffin 
backing Taylor into a corner, and then 
the latter struck, but the witness did not 
see any knife. White’s testimony was 
much the same, except that he believed 
Griffin struck the first blow; that after 
Taylor was backed iato the corner, he was 
held in a squatting position against the 
wall. Carpenter testified similarly, and 
the jury returned a verdict of death at the 
hands of Taylor. 

Bane Ball Match. 

The renowned Athletics, of Philadel- 
phia. play our own Kentuckj- club, at 
Cedar Hill Park, to-morrow. The Athletics 
are inferior scarcely to the Red Stockings, 
whom they met yesterday at Cincinnati. 
The play there, on both sides, was the 
finest ever seen in this country. For a 
long time it was doubtful which would be 
the victor, and although the Bed Stockings 
were the winners, yet it was by the skin of 
their teeth. The Athletics were white- 
washed thrice, but in turu they white- 
washed their adversaries twice, and in an- 
other inning the Cincinnati club scored 
but one. The finest play made during the 
day was by the Athletics, who put out the 
batter and the second base at the same- 
time. This elicited rounds of applause 
from the spectators, whose sympathies 
wore of course with their own club. The 
score finally stood seventeen to fourteen. 
Ten thousand persons witnessed the game 
including upwards of a thousand ladies. 
The game to-morrow commences at 2 
o’clock.

U. S. VS. STEPHEN G. BURHRIDCE. 

Judge Treat, on Saturday, gave a 
eision on the motion th quash the 
dictment in this important case, made by 
Mr. Hayden, counsel for the defendant, 
which motion was resisted by Gen. Noble, 
the District Attorney. 

The defendant, Gen. Burbridge, was a 
special agent of theTreasury Department, 
and is alleged to have received $25,000 as 
» bribe to influence him in his conduct so 
that he would connive at certain frauds 
on the government. Gen. Burbridge was 
a prominent applicant for the position of 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue in 
place of Mr. Rollins, and when the indict- 
ment was sent to Washington' for his ar- 
rest, Judge Wyllie refused to authorize 
the arrest on the ground that the defend- 
ant could not be held on that indictment. 

Judge Treat, in giving his decision, said 
the indictment had been founded on the 
provisions of several statutes, the general 
law pertaining to which the court had had 
repeated occasions to go over, and it did 
not consider it necessary to do this in 
every case. The court would analyze the 
indictment in the light of those rules which 
had been established with reference to 
such indictments. 

The first two counts were framed on 
section 62 of the statute of 1868. The 
defendant was, by the averments, brought 
within the pin view of that section. The 
count stated that he was directly charged 
with receiving a bribe of $25,000 for the 
purpose of governing his official action 
and defrauding the government: also, that 
his action was affected by the receipt of 
this sum. The second count went into 
some particularity as to the manner in 
which thj^iesigned fraud was to be effected. 
There was unnecessary particularity there. 
The offence was in receiving the bribe, 
and it was immaterial as to how the con- 
templated end was to be effected. A man 
is guilty who receives a bribe fora corrupt 
purpose, whether anything is done after- 
ward to carry on the fraud or not. A 
public officer must keep his hands clean, 
and if he does not do so, he must take the 
penalty. 

As far as the first two counts were con- 
cerned, the court thought that the motion 
to quash was not well taken, and overruled 
it. 

The third count was laid under the act 
of 1866. It charged that the defendant 
on the 4th of April demanded and re 
ceiued corruptly from persons unknown to 
the grand jury a larger compensation 
than by law was provided. He had 
compensation in the way of salary, and 
the pleader stated that he was entitled to 
no compensation at all from unknown per- 
sons. The offense may have been that in 
the discharge of his duties he undertook 
to blackmailing and levy generally, to ex 
tort from persons with whom he had offici- 
ally to come in contact with a sum of 
money that the law did not permit him to 
receive. The pleading was sufficient, and 
the motion to quash the count was over 
ruled. 

The fourth count was laid under section 
6, of the act of March 31, 186s, aud related 
to conspiring to defraud the United States 
of the tax on distilled spirits. The court 
also held that this was good, and over- 
ruled the motion to quash, as to all the 
counts in the indictment.

Arrent of a Fugitive from Switzerland 

Deputy United States Marshal Crowley, 
with a warrant issued by Commissioner 
Newton, last evening arrested on board 
the steamer Atlanta, as she came up the 
bay, a fugitive from Switzerland named 
Francois Forez, who is accused by the 
Swiss consul at this port with having ob- 
tained 38,000 francs from a firm in Berne, 
Switzerland, by means of a forged instru 
ment. About one-half tbe amount of 
specie alleged to have been obtained by 
the accused was found in his possession. 
The prisoner, who was accompanied by 
his wife and children, stoutly protested 
his innocence. Forez was taken to Lud- 
low-strect jail. — K. Y. Post.

Two Men Killed and Three Wounded 

A bloody affray occurred at the race 
course near Berry ville, Ala., on the 25th 
ult., of which the following from a pri 
vate letter is an extract: 

In Berry ville about 1 o’clock on the 
25th ult., a difficulty occurred between 
Elisha Bobo and Pleasant Farmer, 
which Farmer attempted to shrtot Bobo, 
but was prevented. Some of the parties 
then made a horse race and repaired to 
the tracks, two miles west of town, to run. 
After they arrived at the ground and cav- 
iled some time, Abner H. Clayton, and a 
man named Barger, started to the other 
end of ihe tracks; after walking some fifty 
yards, they turned and walked back to the 
crowd. Pleasant Farmer was standing 
there with his revolver in his hand, 
wanting to bet on the race. Clayton 
remarked that he had $100 in greenbacks, 
that he would bet on the race, and im- 
mediately added that he would bet Farmer 
his rifle gun, which he held in his hand, 
against his navy. Farmer said all right, 
put it up. and stood throwing his around 
in his hand by the handle. Clayton then 
cocked Ids gun and presented it to 
Farmer’s breast, telling him to put up his 
pistol or he would blow his d — d heart out, 
saying that ‘‘was not the first time that 
pistol had been waved over him. Farmer 
»h«n commenced returning his pistol into 
the scabbard. About this time Bobo made 
some remark to Jim Farmer (a son of 
Pleasant Farmer). Clayton then turned 
and said to Jim Farmer: “Have you got 
a pistol?” Jim was standing with a pis- 
tol in his right hand, but laying by 
his left side, in the crook of his left arm, 
and made no reply. Clayton thereupon 
presented his gun and said: “If you have 
a pistol, show it, and I will blow your d — d 
heart out.” Jim then patted his pistol 
with his left hand, and said: “Here it is; 
you can see it.” Clayton then snapped 
at Jim’s breast, and immediately after 
Jim fired at him. When they first com- 
menced fi-ing they were within eight or 
ten feet of each other. After Jim fired 
the first shot he rushed upon Clayton and 
caught him with his left hand, and con- 
tinued firing till Clayton fell. Clayton 
was shot once through the head and once 
through the body, either of them being a 
mortal wound. So soon as the first shot 
was fired, the firing became general. Bobo 
was shot in the back, supposed to be by 
Ky. Danley, and fell at tne same time Clay- 
ton fell. Just in the act of falling, Bobo 
shot Pleas. Farmer in the left shoulder 
with eighteen buckshot, inflicting a dread- 
ful wound, though he was still living when 
last heard from. Bobo was shot in at the 
point of the left shoulder, with a Reming- 
ton ball. It came out about two inches 
above the right nipple. When he fell, he 
caught on his hand, and was lying with 
his head thrown back, apparently dying, 
when Jim Farmer turned upon him, and 
said, “Damn you, I’ll finish you,” and 
placing his pistol against his left temple,, 
shot him through the head. 

In the meantime old man Barger was 
accidentally shot through the hand, losing 
one finger, and another man whose name 
I do not remember was slightly wounded 
in the back accidentally. 

Clayton and Bobo were carried back to 
Berryville and buried, the latter with Ma-

A Fickle Woman Sad Experience ami 
More K»|»entHuee. 

From the St. Louis Times, 15th. 

A few days ago there passed St. Louis- 
ward from Council Bluff's, Iowa, a man 
and woman, the latter of whom was 
formerly a resident of this cily, and the 
daughter of a wealthy and well-to-do 
merchant. And if all the statements re- 
garding the affair are true, it is another 
[lustration of the old adage that “truth is 
often stranger than fiction.” In this 
woman's career for the past ten years is 
wrapped up more of the vicissitudes of 
life than would make a first-class novel. 
Haggard and pale — the merest wreck of 
former beauty — she was returning to the 
home of her youth — lashed into despair 
and torture with remorse. The gentleman 
accompanying her is prematurely old — 
the ravages of sorrow and a troubled heart 
stamped upon every feature. But the 
story, as told by the Council Bluffs (Iowa) 
Nonpariel, is as follows: 

“About ten years ago, the hand of a 
young lady, whose father had passed be- 
yond the stage of mere competence in 
point of worldly substance, in the city of 
St. Louis, was sought by a merchant. 
Pressing his suit for some time, he was 
finally accepted by the parents, and, being 
a gentleman of means, the marriage took 
place with considerable eclat and display. 
On his part he was in earnest, and was an 
affectionate suitor, but by the parents of 
the young lady it was degraded to the 
degree of a marriage a la mode. Their 
own establishment was set up, and the 
handsomest and most elegant of appoint- 
ments provided for a luxurious and 
wealthy home; but it lacked the very es- 
sential that will make a palace of a cot. 
One of the clerks in the store of the young 
woman's father was the wolf which beset 
that household. Between him and 

her there had been a clandestine 

courtship, and he was loth, when the prize 
was carried away, to snrrender the hand 
of the woman whose heart he already pos- 
sessed. The kind of life the married 
couple led will not bear repeating. The 
husband tried every expedient to win the 
woman, who always regarded him with 
esteem, but never with affection. One 
morning he found his home deserted by 
his wife, and a note telling him not to pur- 
sue her: that it would be a hopeless task. 
He immediately communicated with the 
father of his wife, and to his utter aston- 
ishment found that the Jides achates, the 
confidential clerk, had also absconded, 
taking with him u sum of money, but not 
enough to endanger the interests and 
prospects of the house. By a system of 
hushing known only to those in such en- 
tanglements, the whole transaction was 
concealed from the public. The husband, 
wearied out by the absence of the woman, 
finally obtained a divorce on the ground 
of desertion. He married again, and with 
his second wife lived happily. Last summer 
she died, leaving motherless a boy and 
girl, both interesting, sprightly children 
The truant woman (this part of the story 
we have from her own lips) accompanied 
her lover and paramour to the plains. 
The first year they spent at Central City 
and other minor points in Colorado, the 
lover, with his small capital filched from 
his employer’s safe, and his knowledge of 
business, being able to do some mining 
trade and to make some money. Thence 
they went to Salt Lake and into southern 
Utah, and finally drifted with the tide of 
adventure to the mines of Nevada. No 
tidings of their whereabouts and meander- 
ing.-; ever reached the ears of her heart- 
broken parents and stricken husband. At 
last ill-fortune befell them. He 
grew sick, and their accumula- 
tions gradually wasted away. The 
States began to have more attractions than 
heretofore, and they drifted eastward. 
The lover, who, in the loose civilization of 
the frontier, regarded himself as the lawful 
husband, established a boarding-house 
on the Central Pacific railroad. Here he 
died. Alone in the world, the woman 
came hack, and when she landed in Coun- 
cil Bluffs was utterly penniless. Repent- 
ant. only as woman can be repentant, even 
to despair, she wrote to her father, but he 
being dead, the letter fell into the hands 
of the executor, who showed it to the be- 
reft husband. The latter came here as 
speedily as possible, and met his long lost 
and truant wife.

William Crawford, aged nearly 80 years, 
is a fish peddler, and lives in a small ten- 
ement No. 27 East Market street, near 
Fulton. Tn the neighborhood there ard 
many bad, mischievous boys, that have 
been in the habit of annoying the old man 
— who is of intemperate habits — in va- 
rious ways, and irritating him almost be- 
yond bearing. Yesterday afternoon, be- 
tween three and four o clock, a crowd of 
these urchins assembled near Crawford s 
place, and, as he says, commenced throw- 
ing stones against the door and side of his 
house. Exasperated and drunk, he loaded 
a musket with large shot, opened his door, 
and fired into the crowd, standing at the 
instance of a hundred feet or more, and 
wounded a number of them — none serious- 
ly, however, we believe. The following 
are the names of those upon whom the 
shot took effect: John M Namara.aged ten. 
hit with shot in the head and knee; Thos. 
Dullanty. aged twelve or thirteen, hit in 
thahip; Patrick McDonough, between six 
and seven, hit ih the head, back and hip: 
Michael O’Brien, thirteen or fourteen, hit 
in the wrist and leg: Thomas Gage, aged 
twelve, had a couple of shoi through his 
cap, but was not injured. We were unable 
to ascertain the names of other boys said 
to have been struck by the shot. After 
firing the first round, Crawford reloaded 
his piece, fixed the bayonet and appeared 
at the door again, ready for another dis- 
charge, and threatened, we are told, to 
shoot a citizen who attempted to take 
the gun from him. A large crowd speedi- 
ly gathered around the spot, and great ex- 
citement prevailed for a time. Patrolman 
Hickey, of precinct No. 2, soon came to 
the spot and arrested Crawford and his 
wife— the latter having the musket in her 
hand at the time of her arrest, we believe. 
A gang of a couple of hundred, men, wo- 
men and "children, followed the officer and 
his prisoners to the station-house, and the 
quiet of Sunday afternoon was seriously 
disturbed by the crowd and noise.
